JOHN MUIR CENTENARY 


Today marks the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of John Muir, the father of forest 
conservation in California. Although his 
name is linked primarily with the National 
Park system, he really was a motivating 
force in the establishment of the present 
National Forest system. 


To date he has not spent a cent. 
He has spent a lot of figures, 
nearly as many figures as PWA 
A dm inistrator Ickes used to spend 
weekly in the old days of PWA. He 
has a map in his office which he 
m arks daily with crayons. 
He has 
allocated more than half his fund, 
exactly (255,466.000 to 67 commu­ 
nities in 18 states. 
But only (16,- 
000,000 has reached the first stage 
of expenditure which is "contracts 
approved." 
The trouble, they say, Is th at Mr. 
Straus is trying to do w hat the 
President proposes to do with the 
additional $300,000,000 for the hous­ 
ing administration—trying to get 
the cities to put up IO per cent. It 
won’t work.

Immediate events, the daily occurrences 
which loom so large on the front pages of 
the newspapers, have such an overwhelming 
and terrifying aspect that one is prone to 
lose s%ht of their evanescent nature. The 
victories of today may be the defeats of the 
morrow; the fluid boundary lines of Europe 
which have performed such snakelike slith­ 
erings in recent times will change again.

During the last quarter 
century, how many monarchies have fallen:

born during the next quarter century? 
No man knows, but this one thing is cer­ 
tain—change. We know this from all that 
has gone before. It is not in the cards that 
the recurrent phenomena of the past shall be 
suspended 
forevermore. 
History 
repeats 
itself. 
There are those who incline to the belief 
that the dictators, now ascendant, will take 
over all the earth. But there are those who 
cling to the knowledge that such an even­ 
tuality is contrary to the tides which have 
prevailed in the affairs of men, and that 
the instinct for self-government cannot be 
downed. 
A spokesman for the latter class which 
numbers hundreds of millions of persons, 
even during the present interlude, is Thomas 
Mann, one of the greatest living thinkers and 
writers, who affirms his belief in the final 
victory of what we losely call democracy, 
the rule of the people, for the people and by 
the people. 
Democracy will prevail in the long run. 
he tells us. because it Is external and human, 
whereas Fascism is a rather nasty child of 
this time, which cannot live because it sup­ 
presses right and the principles of the just. 
Democracy dignifies the human being, and 
all humanity will come to know that some 
day, if it does not now. 
Under dictator­ 
ships, so inherently false to the masses’ 
rights of self-government, there is a reign 
of terror which the people suffer because 
they have not awakened to their power to 
stop it 
But they will awaken, and when they do 
there will be a sudden end of this imposition 
of a false idea on the right and the will of 
the peoples of the earth.

Morgan has not lost his life or his 
liberty. Ail he has lost is a position 
paying a salary of $10,000 a year, 
through the arbitrary action of the 
President who, acting as prosecutor, 
judge and jury, found him guilty of 
“contumacy” (stubborn resistance to 
authority). 
The courage of Mr. Morgan in re­ 
fusing to be coerced by the President 
was refreshing. His attitude stands 
out in sharp contrast to that of the 
“yes men” who surround the Chief 
Executive. 
In praising Mr. Morgan for daring 
to defy the President while insisting 
on a congressional investigation of 
the T. V. A., one need not pass final 
judgment on him or his fellow direc­ 
tors with whom he had long quar­ 
reled. An investigation of this cor­ 
poration, hailed as the greatest plan­ 
ning agency in the world, was long 
overdue. Thanks to the Morgan af­ 
fair, there is a chance that the T. V. A.

Another result of the affair will 
probably be a court test to determine 
the legality of Mr. Morgan’s removal. 
The result of such a test will depend 


claim, the removal was of undoubted 
constitutionality. This was determined 
in 1926 when the Supreme Court held 
that the President had a full right 
to remove an executive officer, In 
spite of attempts by Congress to curb 
the removal power. 
On the other hand, if it should be 
determined that the T. V. A. is an in­ 
dependent agency, the precedent set 
by the Humphrey decision in 1935 
will apply. In that decision, the Su­ 
preme Court unanimously ruled that 
the President could not remove a 
member of an independent agency 
except for causes specified by Con­ 
gress. 
In the T. V. A. legislation of May 18, 
1933, the President was authorized 
to remove the directors if they made 
appointments and promotions within 
their organization for political rea­ 
sons. No other reason for removal 
by the President was given. In con­ 
trast to this limited authority. Con­ 
gress reserved to itself the power to 
remove any director “from office at 
any time by a concurrent resolution 
of the Senate and the House of Rep­ 
resentatives." 
Considering that a concurrent reso­ 
lution does not require the signature 
of the President, one may conclude 
that Congress deliberately gave to it­ 
self the broadest sort of power to 
remove while definitely limiting the 
President’s power. In so doing. Con­ 
gress, it may be further concluded, 
intended that the T. V. A. should be 
considered as an independent agency 
acting in the place of the legislature 
rather than as an arm of the execu­ 
tive. 
Pending the expected judicial set­ 
tlement of the controversy, one glar­ 
ing fact stands out and that is that 
the President has in effect, assumed 
full charge of the federal corpora­ 
tions. The power to remove is the 
power to control Today there are 
over a score of corporations, created 
by the federal government, engaged 
in competition with private enter­ 
prise. If the Morgan removal is not 
successfully challenged it means that 
the President can, by controlling the

whole Idea of “white coal” which 
attracted the attention of the pub­ 
lic for m any years, was based up­ 
on 
a 
belief

hydroelectric 
power was alm ost autom atic and 
very much cheaper than genera­ 
tion of electric power by steam. 
I rem ember very well, in 1911, 
after a tour of duty as Superin­ 
tendent of Sequoia N ational Park, 
which had been invaded by a great 
hydro project, w riting a story in 
the Saturday Evening Post which 
was based on the idea of control­ 
ing w ater power from the hinder­ 
most source to the sea and creat­ 
ing a new Utopia. 
It was theo- 
erical, 
youthful, 
enthusiastic—and 
as it now seems—haywire. 
Since th a t time, the whole en­ 
gineering picture has been present­ 
ed in a different light. 
In those 
days, it required eight tons of coal 
to produce a kilowat hour of elec­ 
trical energy. 
Today, by reason 
of better methods of combustion 
and 
the 
advance 
of 
science, 
it 
requires less than one ton of coal. 
Hydroelectric power 
in 
the 
best 
modern plants, as compared with 
the 
most 
efficient 
steam 
plants, 
costs double, or a t best the com­ 
parison 
is 
7-to-lft 
in favor of 
steam. 
Of 
course, 
this depends 
upcu the distance from coal, the 
presence 
of 
hydropower and so 
forth, but the general conclusion 
is accurate. 
The county w ent haywire in fa ­ 
vor of hydroelectric generation of 
power because it believed th a t the 
coal m easures could not last in ex­ 
cess of 200 years, th a t hydroelec­ 
tric power w as much cheaper than 
steam power, and th at the Gov­ 
ernm ent .which controls the rivers, 
should preserve this national heri­ 
tage. 
In addition 
to the trem endous 
improvement th a t science has giv­ 
en to m ethods of combustion, the 
vast sum s which have been ex­ 
pended in exploration for oil and 
gas have completely revised the 
old theories concerning our supply 
of coal. 
It is now estim ated th at even 
a t the present rate of coal com- 
buaticn, the supplies in the U nit­ 
ed States already discovered are 
sufficient for all

years and the tale has not yet been 
told because the efficiency of steam 
power, in spite of these great ad ­ 
vances, 
is 
hardly 
65 
per 
cent, 
while the efficiency of hydro-elec­ 
tric power is above 90 per cent.

N orthern 
Middlewest 
indicate

abundance of coal, close to iron 
an dlimestone, th a t we may see a 
complete shift of the area of in ­ 
dustrial production.

It seems th at the one step the contributor falls 
to understand, Just ae Roosevelt fails to understand, 
is th a t the money the consum er gets invariably comes 
from someone producing something and trading th is 
production for money. 
Then, with this money, hs I 
purchases w hat he desires. 


The real problem Is to get people to learn to pro­ 
duce som ething th at someone wants. 
W ith this 
production, he secures money and uses it as a m e­ 
dium of exchange to trade for what he w ants. 


The more people produce of w hat people w ant, 
the more they will have to trade for som ething else. 
Of course, we cannot all produce buggy harness or 
buggies to trade for money when people w ant some­ 
thing else. 


One of the reasons why, in 1932, people did not-y -* Ii 
have money with which to buy was because cer­ 
tain groups were demanding too much for the ser­ 
vice* they rendered, or the use of the tools they 
were furnishing. 
In other words, there was a mo­ 
nopoly. This prevented a man who did not have a mo­ 
n o d y from exchanging a t a fair trade basis th* 
things he produced for w hat he was to receive for 
these monopolies in return. 


As long as there are hum an wants, there will be 
work to be done by people and if the people would 
have purchasing power, they m ust learn to do th* 
things th at people w ant done. 


The contributor seem* to think th at things ar* 
bought with money. 
Money la only used as a me­ 
dium of exchange and a storage of wealth. 


The fact of the m atter is th a t no thinking per­ 
son w ants to keep money because money, in itself, 
never grows. 
It som etimes buys more than a t 
other 
times. 
Men 
who 
have 
money 
invariably 
j 
w ant to lend it and get interest or trade it for some­ 
thing th a t will increase and grow. 
They do not 
hoard it. 
They did not get rich th at way. 


The thing to rem em ber is th a t purchasing power 
does not come from money unless It Is the result 
of actual production of som ething with value such 
as gold, or silver. 
It is the production of w ealth 
from which all purchasing power comes, not from 
governm ent spending, but from production and pro­ 
duction only. 


And any interference w ith any man’s right to sell 
his services to the world’* highest bidder reduce* 
the total production and consequently reduces th*

purchasing power, the total general well­ 
being, the standard of living. 


So any legislation th at interferes with the natural 
and free exchange of things th at are produced, greet- ^ 
ly reduces purchasing power.
